Saxony vs. Australia. 


It is nine months, now, since Australian ports were opened 


again to German commerce, but the Australian government, 
in response to a popular demand, has refused to accord Ger- 
man goods the treatment provided in those familiar "most 
favored nation" clauses which are the standby of commercial 
'Treaties. Australia is levying her highest tariffs on whatever 
originates within the borders of the imperial republic. 


The German republican government has not acted" in the 


matter, but what was once the kingdom of Saxony takes up 
the cudgels. Its woolen manufacturers have entered into an 
agreement for an absolute boycott of Australian wool and are 
placing their orders with South Africa and the Argentine in-: 
stead, where they seem likely to control the markets. Aus- 
tralia has enjoyed nearly 65 per cent of the German wool 
trade in years past, and if the boycott holds it will be serious.! 


Neither Australia nor Saxony can hope to profit by it, j 


though no doubt both will take much satisfaction in making 
faces across ten thousand miles of ocean.
